Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

The rejection of Claims 2, 3, 13 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Namburi et ah is rendered moot with the cancellation of those claims. 

The rejection of Claims 1, 4-12 and 15-33 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Namburi et aL is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 02 April 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

First, it should be pointed out that the prior art rejection previously set forth was one of 
anticipation under 35 U.S.C. 102, rather than one of obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103. 

Secondly, even if the prior art does not specifically recite a particle size of 850 to 1000 
microns as being preferred, it does not change the fact that such a range is still disclosed within 
the cited reference. The procedure followed by this Office makes clear that even non-preferred 
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and alternative embodiments constitute valid prior art, since prior art references are relevant for 
all that they contain. See MPEP § 2123. The applicant's present amendment to the instant 
claims does not therefore disquaUfy the prior art form being properly applied against it. The 
apphcant's alleged surprising discovery regarding the use of larger starting seeds simply does not 
overcome the fact that the prior art has already disclosed the same range of sizes for seeds. The 
instant claims therefore remain rejected.
